no other than Betty Finnikin, a saucy chawber-maid, who had once 
refused his addresses ; ard in dhe gentleman he traces the features of 















Mr. Jenkine, a valet, and old sequaintance, £20. in his debt. These 
mock clegantes it seems had imposed on each other, and driven .to 
Gretna to consummate their matual cheat, but Mr. Larder’s unfortu- 


nate interfereuce knocks up their schemes, «and they are contfelled to 
pardon each other, and propese matrimony on the humble footing 
becoming their station. Whilst this hopeful couple ave engaging the 
services of the old Blecksmith te rivet them together, the real 
Fjord Lovewell and his Emily arrive. Larder is in dovbt whether 
this is old Tomkins’s Couple og not, for the noble Lord assumes @ 
plain Br. and so, to prove it, fletermines to use Jenkins, who had 
been a sefvant of his Lordship%. He tricks Jenkins into the presence. 
of the latter, and discovers that he has got the right party at last. 
He hastens to inform old Tomkins, when Betty Finnikin comes running 
in, and tells that there is a plot against them; on which, tocheat the 
old gentleman, the two parties exchange their outer garmenis on the 
spot, and on Larder’s return to the apartment, he introduces his sham 
Lordship and Lady into ancther room to take breakfast, whilst he 
turns the fond lovers out of his house to be made one by the Reverend 
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Chain-maker. Larder receives from old Tomkins the fifty pounds, 
gid intreduces the couple srom breakfast, just as the couple from the 
anvil make their appearance. Tomkins makes his exit in a rage, and 
the rest remain to jaugh, and sing their triumph. 

This Farce is defective in novelty of character and incident, but it 
is carried on with vivacity. and the two page charaeters being 
extremely well acted by Miss Kerty and Mr. Wrescn, the whole 
sueceeded in pleasing. It would answer mu % better in a eoudensed 
form in one act:—the Sengs were teo much erewded in the last act, 
and as they were ratler sombre for such a pieee, one or two might be 
spared.
